THE THEFT OF STRAINERS FROM 
’ TYTAM WATERWORKS. 

In the Police Court to-day, U ‘Ayau, 
coal conlie, was charged atthe instandé of 
Inspector Swanaten with having, on or 
about 7th Desember last, etolen from Tytam 
Waterworka on Conduit Road two’ copper 
strainers of the value of $460, the proporty 
of the Government. He ploaded not 
guilty. : : 

Sut Kun Yan, Forest Guard, said—Somo 
weeks ago, nbout 2 p.m, I yas going down 
to Wanchai Gap, and oa turning in the di- 
rection of Tytam I saw the dofendant and 
threa othera coming from the direction | of 
Tytam. ‘When I saw them firat, defond: 
was carrying two baskets, but befora they 
came up to me another man tuok the 
baskets from him, When I approached 
nearer, the man ‘put the baskets down, 
and defendant and the three others 
walked away from the baskets. Af 
terwards they all started to Yun, I 
found that the bdasketa - contained 
a number of pieces of a copper strainer, 
which were covered with mat-bags. Throe 
of the men ran in one direction and one in 
anvther, 1 should not be able to recogniaa 
tho other threo, but defendant waa close to 
mo and I recognise him easily. 

James Orango, assistant engineer, Public 
Works Department, said—On let inst. in 
consoquenco of information received T went 
to the tunnel ontlet at Wong-nei-chong and 
found that two copper strainers were 
missing from the guage basin at the end of 
the conduit. The strainers were about 
four feat square and cast in a frame. The 
frame was cemented into the bottom of the 
basin and waa partly exposed to viow. 
The whole was missing, with the ex- 
ception of two amall portions of tho 
frama which could uot be got at, I 
found sume large stones at the bottow of 
the basin. They must have been used for 
breaking the frame and the strainera It 
must havo buen the work of about ten mon 
in my opinion. Tt would require four men 
to carry away the cupper. The cost of 
putting the strainers thore and the frame, 
together with the intrinsic value of the 
eupper, was about $400, I sea the pieces of 
copper in Guurt and recognise them aa 
broken bits of the strainers in question, Aa 
old metal I believe the thieves would got 
about $160 for the copper. 

The prisoner stated that he had only been 
a few days in the Colony. 

A Chinese :Constable and a head-conlio 
employed at Wanchai enid thoy had known 
the prisoner here for several years. 

The caso was remanded till Monday. 


THE ALLEGED PETTY TATEVING 
FROM THE DOCK-YARD. 

Thomszi Ramsay, married woman, and 
Cloria Lucas, widow, wore charged on ro- 
mand, before Mr Pollock in the Police 
Court to-day,’ with being in unlawful 
possession of two pieccs of cunvas and some 
bolta and: screwa, in all of the value of 
$6.59, the property: of the Crown. 

Mr Webber, who appeared for the de- 
fence, said thera was no doubt that the 
articles were the property of the Crown. 
His defence was that the defendants were 
persous uuder the subjection of. others. 
‘These things were in Constable Ramsay's 
house and were taken by his orders from 
his hoi.ge to the house of the second dofen-

J-soph Rameay said—I am a policeman 
in H. M Dock Yard,.No, 10, I joined on 
ist March 1881, The first defendant is my 
wife. The second defendant isa widow. 
All the things in Court except the awning 
of the boat belongs to ‘me. The awning 
belongs to Constable Osborne.. Thay wera 
given to me by mates and ‘carpenters of 
ships paying off Some’of the things I have 
had at least for seven years... The piece of 
canvas I got from the Magpie. Tho new 
piece of canvas I got from the boatewain’s 
mate of the Atidactous when she was paylug 
off.
